Department of Justice Believes It 
Has Broken Back of AUen 
Radscalism In U. S. 



Washington, Jan. 3 — ^Arres|s in 
the nation-wide radicals last 

ni«:^ht and today had exceeded 4,- 
5(XJ, at noon, estimated at the De- 
partment of Justice. Officials 
said more than half will be held 
for deportation. Assistant At- 
torney General Garvin, in charge 
of the raids, said more than 2,000 
persons are held on "perfect 
cases," and that the raid promised 
not only to be greatest in scope 
but also the greatest in results of 
an}- in history. 

In every city where raiding ma- 
chinery was set in motion, he said 
success attended the efforts. 

Four thousand warrants -were 
issued but the airrests exceeded 
that number. The government's 
drag net was thrown out in two 
score cities wiiere Dejiartment of 
Justice ai^ents swooped down up- 
on hcad(|uarters and other meet' 
ing places of the communists. As 
a result the greatest number of 
alien radicals ever arrested in 
America face the wrath of the 
lav*-. 

While not all those arrested 
will held, officials of the Depart- 
. ment of Justice are confident the 
resulting deportations will break 
the i)ac!;:)r)nc of communist agi- 
tation in the United States. 

0)i;^niissioner General of Im- 
nn'gration Caminetti said today 
deportations - will require time as 
many hearings have to be held in 
various cities and then tliosc held 
for deportation moved out of the 
country. 

Attorney General Palmer said 
today he ordered last night's 
raids on communists and com;- 
munist labor parties only after 
department representatives had 
complete evidence showing these 
t\vi.-'<;rga::izations advise over- 
throw of the government by force 
and violence. Both organizations 
are comparatively new to this 
coimtry, Licals having been per- 
fected in most cases not longer 
ago than last September.

SCHOTT WITNESS' 
LIFE T HBEATENEO

Louisville, Jan. 3 — The poh'ce 
today announced that "13abe" 
Ryan, witness in the Schott case, 
has received another threatening 
anonymous letter. They said 
the epistle declared Ryan knew 
nothing about the murder of M'ss 
Griffith : that Doctor Schott is 
innocent and that Ryan "needj 
killing." Ryan has said he saw 
Schott leaving his office near the 
tinie t!ie girl was killed. 

The coroner's jury, after having 
heard al! the evidence, returned n 
noncommittal verdict, as lollows: 

"Wc, the jury, find that the said 
Elizabeth Ford Griffith came to hor 
doath December 24, 1919, on the prem- 
i.ses h-v)\vn as 2103 West Walnut 
.'trcet, Louisville, Ky., and oouscd by 
a revolver wound of the chest. We, 
the jury, further believe from the evi- 
dence that we are not able to dotcv- 
mine v.ho fired the sliot that kiHod 
Elizabeth Ford Griffith." 

Two of the jurors, it v.-as leamed. 
leaned to the theory of .suicide, two 
believed that the girl vras murdered 
and tvv-o were undecided regardins 
the ti'agedy. 

Greait interest ^vras manifested at 
the inquest in the .statement made by 
Kate May GrifTith, .si.stcr of the slain 
giri, and Laurcnc Gardonor, !.3-yeav- 
o!'! companion of Dr- Schott, who, be 
ci:; accompanied him about the 
c:t\- the afternoon of the murder. 

:\Iiss Griffith said that die had been 
told by a girl friend, Miss Anna Bos- 
well, that Elizabeth had confided tc 
l.cr that Dr. Schott on one occasion 
.said further: "Elizabeth, if you 
marry anyone else but me, IHl kill 
ycu." 

iSIiss Boswell was nof'present as a 
vdtness but Miss GrifiBth said that the 
airl had told her and Captain George 
K. Jordan, Elizabeth's finance, that 
she was willing and ready to make 
the statemrr.t in court. 

"We never spoke of Dr. Schott at 
hohfe", said Kate Griffith. "It always 
brought ap an arijument; Elizabeth 
knew I hated him". 

Elizabeth told her, she said, th^t 
aftenvards the "old flame" sprang up 
when Dr. Schott saw Elizabeth 
again. ! 

Laurcno Gardner te.«t'fied as to 
her assisting the physician in his de- 
livery of Christmas presents to 
patient^. 

Coroner Carter asked the child if it 
were possible that she' could have 
been absent for arjy length of time 
from the doctor that afternoon, and 
the child replied: 

"Festively, no. I was with him all 
the time except for the few minutes 
it took to run from the automobile 
to' the house and back at each place 
<vhere I delivered a present. The 
doctor still was in his machine with 
the engine numing whenever I came 
back."

Jap Cure Fcr Labcr Troubles 

(By Associated Press) 

Tokio, Japan, Jan. 3 — A co-op- 
erative organization of- capital 
and labor which would not ignore 
humian instincts and feelings 
should be established throughout 
the world, in the opinion of Mrs. 
Ko-Ko Tanaka, woman adviser 
the Japanese labor delegation in 
the International Labor Confer- 
ence at Washington. 

Contributing her views on the 
labor question to the Japanese 
women's magazine ,Mrs. Tanaka 
says that if such a system were 
inaugurated ,the laborer would be 
emancipated from the position of 
a wage earner and would employ 
his energy with hope and zeal. 
She continues: 

"This is^no mere paper argu- 
ment. Such a system! is actually 
practiced in a ticket manufactofy 
at Tokio. It is a small factory 
with less than 50 hands. The 
owner leaves the management 
entirely to his employes. The 
profits are divided equally be- 
tween owner and employes. The 
experiment has stood the test of 
several years and it could be ap- 
plied to any factory on a much 
large scale." 

Mrs. Tanaka believes that un- 
ion recognition should be grant- 
ed by the Janpanese government
